Result Ig That His Latonia Derby Chances Are Re- 
garded with Favor by Astute Trainers — Rain 
Falls and Races Are Run in Mud. 



Louisvillo. Ky.. May 20. — John W. Sclu»rr’s throo- 
year-ohl p-hlinj;, Star ('liartor. this aftfiiuMm semvd 
an iinpiTssivo victory in the historic Clark IlanOi 
i-ap. an annual fixture at this track, and rank in;: in 
iniportaiK-c willi the Kentucky Derby. The coit’s 
suctH'KK t<Hlay had the eflfect of iNMunin;: his stock 
f«ir the Latonia Dorliy. aud astute horsemen now pro- 
claim him a formidahlc oitiM>nent to Meri<lian and 
(JaviTiior Cray, heretofore the acknowiod;:ed cracks 
anio'n;: the threc-.vear-<*hls. The Schorr colt pivu a 
;:roat exhibit ion i»f courage in surviving a strenuous 
stretch drive, to prevail in the last few strides over 
such a woitliy opponent as Countless, wliile Jo<* 
Morris and Carlton G. were next in order at the fin- 
ish, were many len;:ths away. Withdrawals, due to 
tiK' muddy track conditions, included Ronnie Kelso. 
Ocean Koiind, Governor Gray and Fauntleroy. Th«*ir 
absence was regarded as leaving the stake at the 
mercy (»f Countless. The great majority held fully 
to this beli« f and backed him with rare confidence. 
Star Charter, Carlton G. and J<»e Morris were i»re- 
ferr»‘d n«*xt in order, with only Inkew.arm support 
f«»r the others. In the early running Countless held 
out high hopes to his numerous liackers by tlashing 
into a lead <>f six lengths, which he seemingly 
could have increased to a dozen before half of tin- 
jcuirney had lM*eii traversed. Star Charter and Joe 
■Morris were closest to him, but after passing the 
three-(|uartcrs i»ost the Schorr colt began gaining, 
not rapidly but steadily, and when straightene«l for 
the run to the finish he set sail for the leader in 
earnest. The latter in the meantime had begun to 
shorten his stride i)erceptibly. due t(> the excessive 
use which McTaggart had nuole of him in the first 
three «inart(>rs. At the last furlong ix»st. though 
rtnitimiing in game fashion. In* was steadily suc- 
cumbing to his ytmnger and more lightly weight»Hl 
op)M>ncnt, eventually bringing up a head in the 
rear. When tiring in the last sixteenth, the Greem*r 
candidate also lM*gan Itoring towards th<* outsltle 
fence, wliich cost him the victory. Joe Morris and 
Carlton G. figured in a close contest for the miu«)r 
IM)rtion j)f the i)urse. 

Heavy sh<»wers shortly after the midday hour 
w«*re n*sponsible for changed track conditions and 
also n*duced the attendance, which umloubtedly 
would havM* been of roconl-luvaking i»roportions aside 
from the Derl».v day crowd. 'Hie management, how- 
«*ver, had no t-omplaint on the score of today’s pat- 
ronagi*. for tin* spectators filled the spacious grand- 
stand and lawn to overtlowing, while the clublMiuse 
contingent, including some of Kentucky’s most 
repn*sentative p(*rsons, was of good proportion. 
Nothing daunted by the disastrous experience <rf 
yesterday the speculative element kept the pari- 
mutuel department working at top sliced. The fol 
lowers of favorites again far<*d poorl.v, for a major- 
ity of the choices met defeat, although nearly all 
of tliciii took some iiortions of the pur.se • and this 
tendod to keep down the Idg investors’ losses. 

An incident out of the ordinary came in the sei*- 
ond race wlien starter Cassiily unex|wctedly over- 
looked Viley. whiih had brok<*n away to a false 
start, ami sent the field away lH‘fore he had re- 
turiHMl to the starting point. T<i t!ie occupants of 
the gramlstand it appiuired as if Viley was well 
outside of the four and a half furhmgs i»<*st, the 
distam*e <if the race, and had fully ten lengths tlie 
best of the start. His failure to land any portion 
of the purse straighteiuMl matters out. for had he 
tini.shed among the plac<*d three it is likely that 
the race would have lK*en called no contest and re- 
run. Floral Da.v captured the purse in easy fash- 
ion. witii Merodo aud Sir Gih*s fighting it out for 
second place. 

.V quintet of crack sprinters made up the fi<*ld in 
the three quarters of a mile handicap, and it fur- 
nished a sensational contest, all the starters running 
clo.M'lv grouped for the first half mile. Thereafter 
Raleigh T. D., the favorite, fought it out with .Tack 
Parker and w<m over him by a head, with Cliapul 
tcp<*c third. Adams Express was making his debut 
ill this race, but failed to race up to tlie expecta- 
tions of his trainer and brought uj> in the rear. 

Sylvestvis, which last fall was adjudged of little 
aicount by smart trainers and was disjiosed of for a 
wmg, showed a Hash of lier tiest form when she 
lauded the ojiener from Elfin B4?au and the veteran 
-Merrick. Tlu‘ track was supiiosed to lie to the lat- 
ter’s ordor and he ruled an overwhelming favorite. 

The first time starter Pix*sumplioii had an <*.\ten- 
sive western following in the fifth race, but the 
ln*st he c<»uld do was to laiul second money and he 
was lield luck.v to do that, for had Rosi* of Jedilah 
not b«*<*n sulijectod to mucii interference, for which 
Presumption was responsible, th<* fill.v would have 
lieateii him. Working Lad. the winm*r. also suf- 
f'*red considerably, but rt*cov<*red in game fashion 
during tlie stretcli run. t'alissi* showed a dislike 
for the muddy going aud was m*ver i»rroniii(*nt. 

The principal upset of the aftcriiou came in the 
closing dash when Sir t’afesby scored over QiU'stlon 
Mark and Robert Rruce. Sir Catesby has lM-<*n un- 
successful on !innu*rous <*ccasions and his g«>od show- 
ing this afterniMin was in the nature of a big sur- 
prise*. and netted those who backed him a handsome 
profit. 

(’ol. Matt T. Winn was in rec<‘ipt of a telegram 
t«Mlay from El Pas«>. announcing that Abraham 
(lonzalcs, tbe jirovincial gov«*rnor of riiihuahUM state, 
had officiall.v announced that the <*harter grant ot» 
tained from* the Mexhan government for the Juarez 
track would be resjM*eted to the hdter by the in- 
surrectos and that there in*ver was a question on 
this point, rumors to the contrary notwithstanding. 

F. .T. I*ons left hurriedly for Charleston last night 
to attend to details attaching to the building of the 
projHised race truck tliere. He will return next 
week, when it is thought he will make his i»lans 
definitely kieovn to horsemen. 

King’s Daughter, whicli sustained an injury dur- 
ing the L«*xington meeting and was thought dom* for 
for racing purfKiscs. is again going soundl.v ainl will 
likely be a starter in some* of the races licfore the 
termination of this nuH*ting. 

Jo« key .T. Wilson was supeiidcd for six il.iys by the 
starter for disobedience at the post in the second 
1 ace. 

Starter (’assidy has ordered Ethelda. Helen Bur- 
nett ami Miss Caithness on the schooling list. He 
now has nine horses under the ban. 

E. Gaylord’s good two-year-old. .\mon. developed 
sieknes.^’ at Pimlico, but has so far recovered that 
trainer T.innell has hopes of getting him to the post 
at the Downs short l.v.

PERFECTING THE PARI-MUTUEL. 



System Employed at Churchill Downs Excites Wonder 
and Admiration of Notable Visitor, 

Louisville, Ky., May 20. — Practically a quarter of 
a million dollars was handled on Derby Day by the 
New’ Louisville Jm key Club, and so perfect is the 
system employed by this organization that this vast 
sum, iKiuring into the hands of an army of em- 
ployees within a few’ hours, came within a few’ dollars 
of balancing. Hiis aihicvcment was possible through 
various metbiMls devised by M. J. Winn, vice-presi- 
dont ami general manager of the N<*w liouisville 
Joi key Chill. So impressed was Thomas H. Willi- 
am.s, president of tin* New’ California .lockev Club, 
wiio was a visitor, that he said to Colonel Wiiin: 

"Tliis whole thing is amazing and admirahle. 
Ilow’ do you do it' and who is respousilile for this 
system ’r” 

Colonel Winn, in his iiiatter-of-fact maimer, re- 
idied: 

“I devoted some time to perfei’ting this system 
and with great care engaged experts to carry rmt 
ideas ex|d:iined to them. As a result we get speed 
and accuracy.” 

Truly, us .Mr. Williams said, the pari-mutuel 
system and the gem*ral management of oveything in 
oonneetion w’llh the New Louisville Jockey Club, 
is based upon banking house metlKMls. There is 
sliglit ehaiiee for aii error. If a mistake is made it 
is quickly dis<’ovcrcd and just as simedil.v corrected. 

Wlu*n tlie mntiiel metiiod of wagering was adopted 
hy CoIom*l Wiun probably the majority of jiersons 
t»elieved that it would not prove |Hi]iulur. How pre- 
cisely tin* otfii ials of (In* j«K’ki*y ilub were able to 
imeeast the oiiteome is demonstrated liy tlic rapidly 1 
growing |M»]iularity of (lie system because of its 
greater fairness to the pulillc. and its adoption in 
Canada, at Pimlico and the eagerm*ss of racing frdk 
elsowlicro to adopt it. Time has illustrated that 
it safeguards the turf and carries w’ith it all that is 
desirable and nothing that is objt‘Ctionable. 

.Ml complications have be«n mastered hy Colonel 
Winn. He first had to devise .a w*ries of tickets. 
Tins pres<*ntnl seemingly endless problems and en- 
tailed the working out of many ideas. To acquire 
quickness in ascertaining the value of cashable tiek- 
ets was another. To perfect a machine to register 
the gale of tickets was another. .\11 of this has 
l»e<*n aeeomplishod. and more. Heretofore tw’o men 
1 operated a machine. One “clicked’* the bet, while 



the ScarlKirough Steeplechase, in which he paid over 
75 to 1 in the inutiiels, while William Garth fur- 
nished the winner of the Minto Stakes in Busy, 
w'hieh iH'at Blackford a head in a driving finish. 

Today marked tlie inauguration of the mutuel 
syst»*m of spec'ulatinii in Canada, and it proved a 
lug success. There was little friction and llie 
public ttiok to the new order of things like a duck 
to water. S|M‘(‘ulatiou was heavy and everylKnly 
s<*<‘nu*d well satisfied. .Tohn Haehm**ister, at the 
invitation of Secretary Fraser, came on from I^uiis 
ville to assist in getting tbe m*w system iu W’orking 
order, aiul he did y«*oinan service*. 

Jocke*y Koerner and Wayne Jopliu returned to 
L«»iiisville tonight. 

His Exn‘l!ency Earl Grey and suite .attended * in 
state. Tile first race was deterred aliout five min- 
utes [icmling Ids arrival. Tliirty-live minutes was 
allow’ed lM*twoen the running of the races, whieh 
gave plenty of time for lucky In^ttors to cash in 
and make their wagers for the following nice. 

Tlic wclglits for the I'rinee of Wal(*s Handicn)i 
and tlie Toronto Ciqi were unnminc(*d tiMlay. Fitz 
IlerluTt is to|) weight in the former at R57 iKiunds, 
while In* has lM*en asked to carry l.’>5 iu tin* Cup 
rare. King James has l.'{;> immnls in tin* Prince of 
Wales and l.’J2 |K>nnds in the Toronto Cup. He ear- 
rieil the same weight and won the Cup last spring. 

There were no auction inxds sold. Siieeulation at 
Woo<lblue will be confim*d exclusively to the mutuels. 



the other handed out the ticket and accepted tlie 
money. Now’ one man manipulates the machine 
with the aid of electricity. II<* dot*s the ‘‘cliekiiig” 
and selling of tickets. Colonel Winn has just ar- 
ranged to add to (he machines a d<*vlce that tosses 
into a rceeptaele in front of the buyer the ticket 
desinfl. Thus the seller d<*es not handle the ticket. 

.Mr. Wiliiams. in addition to praising tlie lyisi- 
iicss motlKMis of the 1 <kuI racing orgauizatiuu, said 
of tlie D<*riiy: 

“It was the greatest thing in the way of a Dcrl>y 
I <*ver saw. I was especially imiiressed hy tin* cn- 
thusiasiii dm* to that iid)oru spirit tliat exists in 
every K(*ntnekian. Hu* race, the crow’d and all of 
the siieetacular incidents of the occasion have left 
upon my miiul a lasting inipr(*ssion. I never saw so 
many lu'antiful wonun ass<*ndded before on a race 
course. Tliat sight alone was worth the trip across 
the coutineiit. You may say that as long as 1 live 
and the Kentucky Derby is run, 1 shall come, 110 
matter where I am.” 

Judge Fall, of New Mexico, who is a native of 
Kentiieky. aiul who studied law iu the oflice of Judge 
Liiid.say at Frankfort, expressed the same enthu- 
siasm regarding tlie Derby as tliat evinced bv .Mr. 
Williams. Ib*n*after. he says, the Derby will a'lways 
find him a spectator. 



EARL GREY’S LAST OFFICIAL VISIT. 

Tlie present meeting will see the last otlicial visit 
of His Ex<*elleney Earl Grey, the governor-general 
of Canada, to the races at Wooffhinc, as his term 
c*xpirt*s at the end of the summer. Never known as 
a rai-ing man iu England, and w’ith only a passing 
iiiti*rest in the affairs of the turf, though always 
keen hIhmiI gocul hoises, Earl Grey t<Kik a now view 
<*n assuming the ollice of representative of the crown 
ill tliKs country. Like his sovereign, and his own 
liredecessors in <>tlice here, lie comeived it to he 
part of his duty to share in wdiat interested a great 
many of their iK*ople, and to aid iu maiiitaiiiiiig tin* 
right tone in affairs alMUit w’hieli, as private indi- 
viduals. they may have cared very little. That his 
suec(*ssor, the Duke of Connanglit. will extend simi- 
lar patronagi* to tlie siuirt of the turf is hardly to lie 
doiibt<*<i. The new’ governor-general will have even 
more direct and personal niolivi'S. His rcven*d 
motlier, Ipicen Victoria, bred race horses, and at- 
ti'iidnl Englisli meetings in state, and it was she 
wlio gave the fifty guineas for a race in Ontario for 
tW(»-score years. King Edward VIL, who continued 
that grant, was one of the most sueeessfiil owners 
on the British turf. He bred horses that were cham- 
pions, ami it is safe to say tliat lie never w’us nearer 
or «lejirer to the heart of his people than ou the 
c/ceasioiis wlion he led his Derby winners Imek to tlie 
Males. King George lias naturally followed this 
active ^artieimitloii in what is the foundation of a 
great indiistrj* as well as itself the most i>opular 
of recn*ati(»ns. He maintains a l»reeding establish- 
ment. and he rae<*s tinder his own name and colors, 
meeting Ids siilgects where all men are eiiual, and 
asking no e<*nsid(*ratioiis or coneossions, but sub- 
jecting himself to the maxim, ’’may the best hor.se 
win.” Coming to Caiuola, his royal highness will 
lind here just as keen an a|»preciation of tlu* sport 
tliat tlie oeenpants iff tlie Hiroiie Iiave fostered in 
tin* motlierland. He is Idmself, ami lias been for 
many years, a memlK*r of the Jockey Clnli. Princi* 
.\rthiir of Connaught. Ids son, has a reputation as a 
line lairscman, and one of the laddest riders with 
the York and Ainsty hounds. — Toronto Globe. 

VIOLENT TEMPERS OF FAMOUS HORSES. 

Famous race horses, like famous people, are often 
ecc<*ntric in tlieir liehavior, and there have l>een many 
eases of celebrat<*d animals that have turned savage 
and had to be shot through trying to eat their jock- 
eys. 

Otto Madden, the famous jockey, who only a few* 
seasons ago w’oii the Derby on the 100 to 1 chance, 
Jeddah, w’as violently attacked hy a horse at tlie 
Brighton races. Ho was riding Centre down to the 
post lor the Worthing I'late when a horse called 
.Marigold IV. overtook him, dragged him. out of tlie 
saddle hy tlie slioiilder, aiul. seizing him liy tiie 
tliroat, slio«)k him as a t<*rrier shakes a rat. The 
j<H*key of .Marigold IV’., who had hinis<*lf b(*cn un- 
sealed. usihI his widp freely on the brute’s hi*ad 
to make him release Maild<*n, and other jockeys 
coming to his assistance Marigold IV. was eventu- 
ally, licaten off. Madilen returneil to tlie paddock 
hh*e<liiig from a wound on the throat w'ldch had to 
have several stitches put Into it, and it was some 
time l>efore he was able to riih* again. 

Swi*<*t Sounds, in spite of his name, was an irre- 
claimable savag<*. One morning at exorcise his 
glrtlis came uud<»ne, he got his l»oy off ami rushed 
at liim like a Ihm, the result to tlie unlucky iad 
being a month in the hospital. G<»od M(»rniiig was 
aivither of the iigly-tenipered sort. Once he bit 
his b*ading rein clean through with (»iie vicious snap, 
CHUglit hold of his attendant and shook him fero- 
ciously. 

IjMdas. another famous race horse, was perfectly 
quiet under ordinary circiiinstunees. but for some 
reason ho had a groat dislike for ladles and would 
“go for them” if any members of the fair sex 
approached the paddock. 

Iliaiiiond Jnbitee was another famous horse that 
gave a good deal of trouble to its trainer owing to 
the violenci* of its likes and dislikes. He hated 
-Momington Cannon, the famous jockey, and on one 
oceashm tlew' at him while exercising on Newmarket 
Heat, knocking him flying, and “Morny” would most 
« t*rtamly have been killed if assistance UaU net been 
at hand. 



TWEEN WASHINGTON AND BALTIMORE. 



Inaugural Meeting to Be Held Over It Next Fall. 
Preliminary to Meeting of 100 Days or More at 
Havana — Particulars of Latter Project. 



Wiisliington. I). C., May 20. — An announeeuient 
which will come as a surfu’ise is that Maryland is 
to have a new up-to-date mile track, whieh will Iw 
read.v for racing over next fall. The plant is to 
ta* situated at I.raurel, whieh is on the main line 
of the lN*nnsylvania Railroail hetw’een Baltimore 
and Washington, 1). C., fourteen miles from Wash- 
ington and alHiiit twenty five miles from Baltimore. 
Tlie regular trains of the Fcnnsylvania all pass the 
place and service of twenty minutes from Washing- 
ton and thirty niiuutt's from Baltimore has already 
be«‘ii guaranteed. 

The plant will be ow’ned by a number of well- 
known Baltimore ami Washington business men, so 
there w’ill he a local interest in it.

Taylor, traiju*r and agent for H. C. Hallonbi*ck. a 
wealth.y Now York paper manufactim*r. for the 
rojMuteil price of $10,000. was* bred hy U. H. Mc- 
(’arter Potter, master of tho Pequest Stud, Aii- 
d<»ver, N. J.. hut he was foaled in the establishment 
of .Tohn H. Morris on a portion of the old WcHKlbiim 
Farm, near Spring Stati<»n. Ky., w’here for several 
.years .Mr. Potter kept a number of his mares. Worth 
was bulled .March 15. 19(K). and was tlie most robust 
of all the colts of that year at WiKMlimrii. He was 
brought to Lexington during the race mooting of tho 
Koiitiiokv .\ssociatlon last Soptoniher and was sidd 
in the Kentuoky Sales Company’s auction of thor- 
oiighlirods to Cliarles T. Worthington of Ihinvillo 
for $425. Mr. Worthington turned him over to 
Gallahor Bros, to ho broken ami traini'd and by the 
timo tlio brotiiors were read.v to ship tlioir slahlo to
